It’s chief advantage is 
that it drains the patient’s blood 
from his heart and allows the 
surgeon to operate in a “dry 
field” where he can see what he 
1s doing instead of relying en- 
tirely on the sense of touch. 


Gassing The Soil 

Anhydrous ammonia is am- 
monia gas handled in liquid form 
under high pressure, explains 
Paul J. Rogd, extension soil 
scientist at Michigan State Col-. 
lege. When pressure is released, 
the liquid changes to gas. When 
injected at least four inches deep 
in soil and covered, the ammon- 
ja readily combines with soil as 
fertilizer, he notes.
